LATESATURDAY 


A lone. armed robber—ha tless, 
coalless and tipless—executed a $12 
hold-up of Allan Lease, proprietor 
of Whiteys cash grocery, comer of 
Breckenridge and South Washing­ 
ton streets, at 11:20 o’clock Satur­ 
day night and eluded a pursuer 
wrhen the latter twisted an ankle 
after chasing the robber from the 
scene of the robbery to the vicinity 
of the county Jail. 
Lease reported that shortly after 
ll o'clock Saturday night a man 
wearing white trousers, a white 
shirt without a tie, and having no 
coat or hat. entered his grocery 
store and asked: 
"Can you change a $20 bill?" 
Lease, suspicious of the stranger 
when he failed to .show the bill or 
make any effort to produce it, im­ 
mediately replied: 
"I’m sorry, I cannot.” 
Tile stranger left the store and 
Lease continued with his work, pre­ 
paring to close his business. 
Returns and Demands Cash 
Just as Lease opened his cash 
register and withdrew approximate­ 
ly $50 in money and was in the act 
of placing it in his left hand trouser 
pocket, the stranger re-entered and 
pointing a gun at Lease demanded: 
“Give me all you’ve got." 
Lease’s mind flashed to the $50 in 
bills in his left hand trouser pocket 
and Ins wallet- in his rear hip 
pocketr—which contained about $12. 
The grocery store proprietor imme­ 
diately complied with the stranger's 
request by producing his wallet, 
opening it and withdrawing the $12 
and said: 
"That's all I’ve got." 
The hold-up man took the money, 
pocketed it and said: 
"What is the address of this busi­ 
ness?” 
Mrs. Lease. wrho was present in 
the store during the hold-up. tore a 
day-sheet from a calendar and 
wrote the address on it.

Neighbor Takes Up Chase 
Lease Immediately started in pur­ 
suit and outside the store called to 
Walter Hoffman, who lives nearby 
and who was near the store at Urn 
time of the hold-up.
